By this time we had been fix months at Algiers, 


a ſufficient rerme to have receiv'd anſwers from 


Flanders, We went rogether, M., Calotn, Saldene, 
_ and], roour Patrons Lodgings, we kiſgd his Rohe, 


or the Sleeve of his inner Carmenc (a Turkiſh Re- 
verence) and Itold him rhar we had been ſo long at 
Algrers, preſuming thas he was ſufficiently inform*d 
of our poverty, and that we underftood that he had 
agreed with ſome of his Slaves about their Redemp- 
| cion, 
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tion , conditionally that chey ſhould go in a Ship 
which lay ready ro ſer ſail for Legor»1n /taly, and 
thar chey conrmu'd there in priſon till their ranſomes 
were paid (for the Great Duke of Florence then per- 
micced ſome ſuch thing ) we axk'd him how mach he 
would have from us. What are you willing to give, 
replyed he ? We expet your-excellency ſhowtd maks 
your demand , anſwer*d I, For it may be you will 
ſer ſuch arate on « that there will be no likelihood of 
| reement. After he hada licele conſider'd, he 


| ſaid, Tow'ſhall pay two thouſand Patactons at Legorn, 


or fifteen hundred here. That's abſolmely inp ib 
for me, ſaid 1, for 1 am a poor ſonldier, and therefore 
I bad rather cominue a ſlave at Algiers, then dye im 
priſon at Legorn, The moſt [ ſhall be able to give will 
be for has ed Patacoons at Legorn, Wherero he 
made anſwer, Tow offer too little, I am now going out 
of the City for certain days ( which was rrue, for his 
Horſe ſtood ready for him) we will tath furrher of it

Thoſe words gave me much comfort, for Tima- 
ein'd our Patron thoughe my proffer nor much ourof 
the way. Wirth this anſwer we rernrn'd ro the Barh. 


| And our Patron went away with the Slaves of the

The firſt nighe Monſieur Calots took up his lodging 
at Muſtapha's Grand-morhers, and FR. Saldens and 
went rothe houſe of a Turk , who h1d deliver'd us; 
Whoſe name was Carabor» Muſtapha. His habirati- 
on was in a great houſe , where were many ſouldiers 
Iv'd together, ſuch as there are in ſome parts of 
Flanders, It was a fair Srructure, having 2 Quad» 
angle with four. Galleries , and four tories high, 


Erery ſouldier .h1d a little room to himſelf kept very 
D nearly 
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nexly by the Boys , for every ſouldier almoſt had 1 
lirtle- Boy , or a Chriftian or a Renagado flive to 
wait oa him. Our new Patron Cataborn Muſt 
phe rreared us very well, conſidering his ability, and 
made his excuſes ro us, thit he was nor the cauſe of 
eur ſo long aboad in the Baſſa's Palace. The next day 
K, Salderxs rook his Quarters at the houſe of a rich 
Tak named Mahomet Celibs Orga, Uncle toone 
ef the five' T#rks who were to be exchang'd for 
as. 
Muſt epha's Mother and Grand-mother were much 
_ troubled abour the money they had paid for M. "+ 
tex , giving hm very teproachfyl words, ſo to force 
bim es pay one moiety of the fourteen hundred P:- 
tacoons. On the other fide we were earneſt wich the 
Turks, to have our liberty, according to the agree- 
menc in F/a»ders; In anſwer thereto they ſaid (and 
not without reaſon ) that it were to hazard the loſs 
of their monty and the rerurn of cheir companions ; 
| far che contract made in Flanders with our Friends 
was to this efte&, that the Turks were to ſend us 
with the ſoonett into ſome pare of - Chriſtendomzafrer

ani you have reaſon to live as much as may be at your 
eaſe, T conld ſiynoleſs becaule I did ext ana drink 
withhim. Bur theſe words did not plerſe a Renear- 
do-boy Wio waiced on him, kept his money , and 
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walh'd his linnen; in a word, that Boy did the work 
of a woman in the fimily, and was perperuallygrum- 
bling, and ſaying , You make away with all you have, 
and there are yer ſo many days ere any more pay 
comes in 3 you ſhould be atham'd ro be drunk eve- 
ry day, this is not the lite of a righe Turk.

| Malaga, The nexs day abonr ſeven, we perceiv'd 
ro Ships making all che Sajl chey could rowards us ; 
| which much friehrned our Maſter and che 7 «rks, for 
| we could nor avoid coming within their Short. Our ' 
'- W Maſt was cleft, ſo rnac we could not make a full Sail 
tf co ger further into the Sea, They came ſo near us, 
e Þ chat we could ſee their Dutch flagges, Our Maſter 
ce Þ commanded all the Chriſtians under Deck. Then 
;, he made ready che Boar, char he might forſake che 
\lip, and get away with the chiefeſt of the 7arks 
rowards che Coalt of: Barbayy, as I was afterwards 
told by the Twrk who was to look co Monſieur Caloey 
and my ſelf, Bur theſe two Ships being Marchant 
men, as we underſtood two days afterwards, had no 
mind co Fighe wichour any occafion. Our Maſter 
ms glad roſee them paſs by withour medling wirt 
tim, The next day, abour che ſame hour we met 
wich a Pirac'of Salley, who ask'd us whether we had 
any tidings of ſome Chriſtian Ships, telling us thac 
the ewo Dutch Ships we had ſeen the day before 
were Marchanc-men, chat traded on the Coalt ot

Being here at Anchor, we thought we 
had eſcap'd all the dangers Forrune might prepare 
for us, and we were in hopes chat night to lodge s- 
ſhore, Bur this was reckoning without cur Ho, 
Fe; tas Sea being extremely rough by reafnn of the 
Eaft-wind, whrch forces the Medirerranean into the 
Ocean, our Maſter would nor ſuffer the Boat to be put 
out for fear of ſome misfortune, char place being as 
it were berrveen two Seas, Which caus'd a great alte- 
ration in the Sea, 

We were therefore forc*d to caſt two Anchois 
more, and rhe Worſt of it was that we could not make 
out to'Sea, by reaſon the Wind was ſo high, and thit 
che Bay. is as it were a halt-moon.of Land, and that 
the Wind blowing: from Sea was very violent. Adc 
rofhis, thar the Storm increaſed Alill, inſomuch that 
the next day ir was abſolurely impoſſible for us to Dil 
embark. The Miſter and the Tarks were extremely 
at a loſs ; and perceiving the Tempeſt (till increas'd, 
they knew not what co do, fearing the Cables might 


. break; and that rhe Ship would run againſt a Rock, 


and fall co pieces, withour any hove of ſaving any one 
of all rhoſe who were aboard, 

The Maſter being thus pvzled, and expeQting tobe 
Wrack'd, call'd up a Chriſtian Slave, born ar Norwa),

Which the ſuperſticious 7 wrks perceiving, 
ey ſaid their Sala with rhe accuſtom:d Ceremonies, 
miking vows to beſtow Alms as ſoon as they came 
alhore. Bur no miracle appearing, they reſolv'd to 
ofter a Sacrifice ro their Propher Aahomer, which is 
the laſt refuge of the 7 zrks, when they are in dar:ger 
a Sea : And 1s done thus.

prey of all they could meec with, and co kill us with- 
our any mercy; bur our Maſter 1mmediarely diſ- 
patch'd away two Turks, who knew the way to 7 :t#- 
4x, about a league and a half thence , and they gave 
Notice to the Governor of our misfortune , and de- 

| fir'd his affiſtance againſt che Barbarians, 
We cominu'd 21 this rime tn the cold ; bur one 
of the Turks , who ceok Tobacco having a lile Tin- 
der-box aboue him, w2 made a fhifr, with flicks, 
Barrel-Raves and ſuch things as the Sea had caft- 
aig, co make a fire, We paſs'd away the night che 
deſt'we could ; and atthe break of day the Barbari- 
ansftood at a diſtance ro ſee whether there were any 
thing ro be ftotlen; bur we being abour 40. perſons, 
they durſi nor come neer ns. Beſides tt was not lon 
ere th*y came from Trax 4 party of hotſe to con- 
| wey the goods we had ſav'd rotheCiry, The Go- 
| vernor came alſo in perſon 2rrended by twenty horie- 
men arm'd after the A4fricar mode , with long

When they 
went in the morning inro the Ship, to ver our che 
ooods , rhey found the Terk 4!/;, whom we gave 
grer for drown'd, He was cor intothe Cabin at che 
| Kern, where he tad mer with the Maſter's Harcle of 
Brandy, and had made himſetf drunk, -andſo knew 
nothing of rhe paſt danger. 

M. Calo and I hir'd a horſe for us both, and we 
act about noen to T iran, Fhe Jew who was with 
us got us a todging, for cur money, inthe Quarter 
where the Jews inhabired. After we hid been ewo 
days at Titmarz , there went thence a Cafi/a (that ts, a 
creat number of perfons travelling tocether) ro Cema, 
alono with whom there wenr aMſo cwo Moors, perſons 
of quality , who were eoing to Cemtz, to remain 
there as Hoftages , chat the Farhers employ'd about 
the redemption of Captives (who were then come to 
Cenmta) might remove thence the more fafely to Ti- 
t4#4x , tO treat with the Governor about the ranſom- 
ing of certain Chriftian Slaves. We were glad of 
that opporrunity to Write to our Compinion Saldexs, 
whoſhould be, as we chought, ar Certa with the five 
Tuiks. For i happens ſomecimes that when there 
1s any difference berween the Governors of thoſe 
two places, there is no correſpondence berween them 
tor ewo or three months rogerher. 

With this Caf/z, we writ to Cemra, thinking Saf 
&xs had been there becaufe he had writren thence to

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Their arrival caus'd great rejoycing , as well among 
che Chriſtian Slaves asthe Cirizens ; for the forme: 
were in hopes of obtaining their liberty, the latcer of

Centa, by a Spaniſh Gentleman named Dos /Mart:s |

This newsextreamly ſatisfy*d us;bur we had already 
forgoceen , thar chere is no great diſtance berween 
mircth and ſorrow. The five Turks walk'd che Streets 
of Ceuta upon the engagement of the rwo Merchants, 
Moors, whoſe ordinary reſidence was at Ceuta. 1 
the mean time , chough our Companion Sa/dens was 
gone bur ro Gibraltar, yer Mutt apha Tugles \magin- 
ing he was return'd into Flanders, or gone to ſome 
part of Sparx far thence , writ a Letter to T tua» to 
che Turk who kept us, that Remier Saldens had et

ewo Fathers of the Order of the Bleſſed Trimy, 
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misd, at his being in Flanders, to contribute ſeven 
hundred Patacoons, towards the ranſom which his 
Relations had paid for M. Caloen, and thar he ſhonld 
put us into the ſaſmora, till ſuch time as we had 
promis'd ro pay that ſum, The contriver of this baſt- 
neſs was Hibraim Arrats, one of the five Turks, 
who gave out at Centra, that M.C aloe and I had pro 
mis'd the ſeven hundred Patacoons before our de- 
parrure from Algiers, The Turk who kept us ha- 
ving receiv*drhis letter communicared it tothe cor- 
reſpondents of ſ»ſtapha's friends, who thought it fir 
thar we ſhould be pur into the Maſmora, as well to 
ſee whether chey might ger che ſeven hundred Pa- 
cacoons, a$ to thew rheir rexdineis to ſerve Mufte- 
pha's friends. The Turk came and gave us an account 
what had been reſolv'd, relling us it was no fault of 
his. And thereupon he conducted us to the Maſ- 
2ora. 

This Maſmora is a Vault thirty foot under ground 
divided into three partitions. The greateſt of rhe 
_ three is abour rwenty eight foor in length, and rwency 
. fourin breadth ; the ewo others are leſs. And there 
were commonly derain'd there an hundred and ſeven= 
kl Chriſtian Staves. This priſon hath'no other highe 
than chat of chree gates which are above inthe midſt 
of the Streer, and ar each of rheſe grares there 1s a 
hook faſten'd to a Line; and when in the day time 
any Chriftians paſs by, they charicably bring water ro 
the poor Slaves; or if they have money, they buy 
ſomewhar for them; and che hook and line ſerve to 
ler down whar they would give them. The Jaylor or 
Keeper of chis priſon ſuffers not any body ro come 1n 


Withour giving him ſomeching. There is no Privy in

M. Caloen and I lay in a hole » ſorhat we were nor 
oblig'd ro riſe at that alarm, That favour was done 
us by a Knight of St. Fanes's, a Spaniard, named 
Doms Geronimo de F :gKroa , born at Cordwuba, and a 
Slve , who was very kind cous. He cold us char he

cook his diet in the Maſmora, with four other Slaves, 
2c cen (fimple) Ryals a month ; whereupon M, Cg- 
leenand I defir'd ro be admitted among them at- the 
fame race, and I muſt confeſs we were well created, as 
Slaves, having as much mear as Nature requir'd, and 
a cloath laid on our rable. Our Hoſt was a Spaniard, 
who had been thirteen years in that priſon, getting 
| his livelihood by that way, and-yer, 2more the one 
| hundred and ſeventy Slaves, there were but five, who 
could be treated at that rate, 


While we were in this miſery, ou: Companion 
Saldens returns ro Centa, where be recziv'd one of _ 


my Lettets, wherein I e:ve him an account of all 
that paſs'd, and that we were in the /7a/m-07a, upon 
order from the five Turks ac Ceata to the Turk who 
kept us, to put us there, till we promis'd to give the 
ſeven hundred Patacoons z which he had promis'd in 
Flanders, as th® ſame Turks affirmed. And to ſhew 
that M. Calo#» and I hid promis'd nothing as to that 
ſum ,” as they gave out at Centa, I ſent him alſo a 
Letter written in the Turkiſh language, by che Turk 
who kept us, wherein he acknowledeg'd, thar we had 
promis'd him onely twenty five Pacacoons for him- 
ſelf, and to pay for our paſſage from Algiere ro Ti- 
twan, The Turk gave me the Letrer unſeal'd, and I 
writ a Poſt-ſcript to Saldexs,thar be ſhould cauſe tne 
five Turks to be chain'd and pur into the 1ſaſmora at 
Cemta,which is a more inconvenient place then that of 
Titxan, as being under an Oven, which cauſes an in- 
ſupporrable hear. | | 

The Fathers employ'd about the redemprion. of 
Caprives , whom I ſpoke of before, rerurn'd to 


Centa, withour redeeming ſo much as one Criſis 
h 2 
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6: The Hiſtory of Algiers; 
The reaſon was, that, chey could not agree with the 
Governor of T :t«47; for the ordinary way of agreeing 
is, co pay a third part in money, and che other two 
thirds in commodities, whercof chere are patterns 
ſhewn. The difference was, that che Governor 
would not take the commodiries ar the rare ſer upon 
them a che Fachers. Beſides he would have oblig'd 
che Fathers in the firſt place to redeem chirty Slaves 
belonging co himſelf, ar the rate of cwo hundred 
Duckers a piece. Whichthe Fathers would by no 
means condeſcend unto , in regard that all thoſe 
Slaves were either Portugnez or French, and the F:- 
chers (41d, nor wichour reaſon, As lonp as there are 
axy Spaniſh Slaves, we cannot redeem Bole of other 
Nations , inſomuch as the Alms we brirg 
were grver 17: Spain for the redemption of Spaniards,

others, Hence ir came that che Fachefs return'd with: 
our doing any thing. . 
_ I gave my Letterto a free Chriſtian who went 2- 
long wich the Fathers ro Ceuta, defiring him ro de- 
liver it ro Salders himſelf ; which he did, telling 
— him, he had lefr us the day before in the MMaſmora at 
' Tutuan, whereat Saldens was extreamly incens'd, He 
mmediarely order'd the five Turks ro be brought to 


the Maſmra t Centa,and being ar the entrance of it, 


he ſaid co the Cavrain Hibraims Arrais, who was one 
of the five, Pilla Baſſo, that is in Lingue Franca, 
Lay him down on the ground, and let four hold his 
arms and leggs, that he may be cudgell'd over the back, 
and buttocks : For Saldens 1d 2 cudeel ready in his 
hand z having learnt thar kind of juſtice when he 
was with us at Algiers, Hibraim Arrats began to 
Pur 
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off his cloarhs , weeping , and eiving all the fair 
loads , and the ether four Turks ſhook like 
an Aſpen leaf , fearing the ſame Trearmene, All 
| char paſs'd by (for this was done in che Streets) made 
2 hal to ſee the end of che Tragedy. Among other 
| ſp2Qacors,ewo Turkiſh Merchants, who chanc'dto be 
| arCemta abour their commerce , paſſing by the place, 
| faidto Saldens, What would you do withtheſe Slaves, 
| arethey not anfortunate enough to le Slaves , butthey 
muſt alſo be beaten ? Salden being extreamly incens'd, 
| made anſwer, / will cndpel two or three of theſe un- 
grateful Traytors to death, I have ſuffered them to 
walk freely up and down the City , ard yet not mith- 
fanding that kindneſs, they have cans'd my Compant- 
ons to be put 1nto the Maſmora ar Tituan, ( Ao 
| bad given good ſecurity) where they are at this preſent 
'n miſery, and theſe Dogs walk, up and down the Cr- 
ty where they pleaſe , and they have written a thow- 
ſand lyes to Tituan , to Trapan us out of our money 
by their malicions 11ventions, contrary to all right. 
Upon that the two Merchancs ſpoke to che five 
Turks in their own language, and after their diſcourſe 
was ended , they ſaid to-Saldens, Forbear beating 
theſe Slaves, and we will pnt in ſecurity here that 
your Companions ſhall come out of the Maſmora , and 
be brought bither with the firſt Cafila, We will write 
to morrow for their delivery out of the Maſmora. Sal- 
dexs ſeem'd to be ſarisfy'd with what was propes'd, 
yet would fain have given them a beating. Bur upon 
the intreaties of ſome Caprain's of the Garriſon, he 
Was perſwaded to go along with the two Merchants to 
the Governor, who then was the Marqueſle of :- 


randa, and Saldevs and the two Turkes _—_— 
cheir

The Marquelle's Letter was given to him , with orde: 
co deliver ir to the.Governor of T:ir#4x hirhſe{f,whict 
he did the next day. In the evening, we were {ct out 
ofthe Maſmora, with permiſſion to' walk within and 
withour che City,as we pleag'd our ſelves. We went 
immedirely ro our Chamber in the Jews Quarters 
| which had been kept during our abſence by the Turk 
who had the over-Gehr of us, Whac happen'd in the 
AMaſmora , ducing the time of our hzins confin'd 
there my be ſeen in' the VII. and X11L of che eaſu- 
ing Relacions. ne oy 
We walk'd up and down with the 7k who kept 
us, 1n expetation of the Cafi/a from Centa, having 
bought us each a white Cloak, ſuch 2s in che Lan- 
age of rhe Country are called A4{bernes, and a red 
ap, garments beficring Chriſtians who had newly 
recover'd cheir Liberty, Moſt of che Chriſt as Slaves 
gave 
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298 us Letters ro be ſentro their Friends and Rela- 
| rrons, The Jew who mediated between the Fathers 
| for che Redemption of Caprives, and the Governour 
| of Titnan having compos'd the difference, ( or to ſay - 
| herter over-reach borch ) was to return the next day, 
| which was the 23 of arch, 16 42. WertooktwWo 
| hackney Horſes of a 4foor who was to go with the 
| ſame Cafila to Cexta : And got a conple of Pullers_ 
| made ready; and a large bottle of Wine, to refreſh 
our ſelves by the way. | 
Weleft 7itwan, accompani'd by the Knight Phi/rp 
de Cherf, and ſome other Chr:ſt:an Slaves our friends 
| ro a place within a quarter of a league co the Cicy, 
where all who wene along with the Cafi/a were to 
meer. We took leave of ſuch as came along wich 
Is, who were much dejeQed rhat chey were ſtill ro 
continue in that miſerable ſtare of Slavery, We got 
that evening about two Leagues, all along a Cham- 
pion Country , which from thar place to Cera is 
neither cultivared nor inhabiced, but abſolutely deſerr, 
though che ſoil be fertile enough. We alighred in 
the open fields, and having unloaden the Mules, 
three or four Turks with cheic Curlafles cur down 
%0d tore of Wood, and made a fire. For the nights 
n thar Country, as well a$ in Spaizare very cold in 
Marth, All ſetled themſelves abour the fire, and 
at what they broughe with them. We intreated 
ſome of che chiefeſt Turks ro parcicipate of our pro- 
"ons, bur they would have excus'd themſelves , 
laying chat the Pullers had been kill'd by ſome Chri- 
ſian, 2nd thar therefore chey could nor eat chereof. 
I wasfainro ſwear that a Turk had kill'd chem; which 


Ms true , for we had broughtthe Pullecs purpoſely 
Os E c0 
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ro trear. them by the way. Had they been Þy- 
- rates of Algiers, they would nor have beenſo ſcru- 
pulous. Having ſupp'd well, we lay down by the fire 
| The next day an hour before Sun-rifine we took 
our Way towards Cexta, and from the place where we 
had quirrer'd the night before ro Cewta , we met not 
with any perſon , nor any fign that men had ever in- 
habited that way, ſave onely the ruines of a houſe, 
In our way, a Turk, who was on Horſe-back, having a 
fire-lock kill'd a wild Boar ; but in regard the Turks 
are not permitted to eat thereof , M. Caloey pro- 
mis*'d chem two Paracoons if they world bring him 
ro the Ciry for us ; which chey did,cutcing it him into 
you, and purting them on the Mules. Wren 
the Cafila comes within a league of Cexta, ic mult 
rake a Certain way that it may be diſcover'd by the 
Senrinels of che City ; and the very coming chat 
way ſignifies friends. When we were got within 
two Musker-ſhots of the Ciry, a Moor ſaid to M. 
Calotnand me, Chriftians, ſtay here, 1 have order 
to kgep you here , till the five | wrks are come hither 
alſe, There was no reply to be made ; 1 gave my 
Pcayer-Book to a Jew, who was going to the City 
to ſerve for a ſignal to Sa/dexs, that he might know 
we were there , expeQting admiſſion into the City. 
This was abour nine in the morning, and we con- 
rinu'd there till three in che afternoon, there being 
no perſon wirh us but the Moor who evarded us , de- 
voutly expeQing the five Turks. We could nor imi- 
| What might be che reaſon of their tay, But 
ween three and four we ſaw the gate opened, and 
the Draw-bridge ler down ; and there came our ſome 


thirty Þ 
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one of the party betrer mounred chan the reſt , rode a 
| good way into rhe Connery, as it were co make a diſ= 
covery, Then he pur up his Bonner on the cop of the 
Lance , as a fignal thar there were no Ambuſcadoes. 
Thoſe of the party having ſeen that ſignal divided 
themſelves into divers lefler parties, - and-planred 
| chemſelves upon ſome of the avenues. The Leader 
| of char Party wiſh'd us happineſs with our Liberty, 
| 2nd cold us, that our Companion was talking with 
the Governor concerning our entrance into the City. 
| While I was ſpeaking with che Captain, IT ſaw 
| coming our of rhe City a Company of Foor , about 
one tiondred and fifry men in number, which Com- 
pany drew up into a liccle Barallion, berween the 
{ Horſe and the Ciry. After that I ſaw coming our 
abour 2 hundred Slaves, Turks, and Moors, every one 
loaden with two heavy Iron Chains, With a great Por 
| On his Back, and chey came between the Body of 
Foot and the Cicy to ferch Spring-water In their Pots. 
| And chis was done ewice or thrice a week with the 
ſame vigilance , as well our of a fear of being 
furpris'd by the Barbarians , as of loofing their 
Slaves. | | 
| Having obferv'd all char paſs'd, we wondred much 
that Salders (tid folons, The reaſon was, thar che

Bur our Compani- 
on Saidens minag'd the bufineſs ſo well with the af- 
tance of Dow Martin de Pegraloſa, thit the Go- 
vernor having ſent for the five Turks, ſaid to them. 
"Tis tre , 1 have engag'd my word to the Governr of 
Tixuan,hat 1 wonld ſet you five at liberty aſſoon as the 


ewo Chr; fFians ſhould come to the gates of this City, ; 


axd now that they are come , 1 neither can nor dare (tt 
you at liberty according to my promiſe , becauſe you 
know there 1s expetted here a S [ex richly loaden from 
Tangiers. Bur to ſhew youthat I am aperſon tender of 
my word, the two Chriſtians ſhall return back again 
to Ticuan, or chey ſhall remain wit haut the City , t1ll 
the ſaid Ship be come 1n. But if you are content that 
the two Chriſtians ſhall come iuts the City, I promiſe 
you upon the word of a Knight, that afſooa as thu Ship 
ſtall comein, 1 will permit you ro depart , andy the 
mean time I d:clare you from this preſent free. 

The Turkes accepred of this condition , confiding 


in the promiſes of the Governor , yer chought they 


fir co draw up alictle writing of ic. Whereupon 2- 
bour four in che. afternoon Saldens ſent us word that 
he would come and meet us, bur chat he was firlt co 
fpeak to the Governor. About half an hour afcer be 


came, accompany'd by Dom Martin de Pegnaleſa,

The Tyrant being 
chus proclaim'd King by his Soldiers , ſummon'd the 
wealthieſt Citizens 'ro appear before him, and pro- 
mis'd them great priviledges, if they would acknow- 
ledge him abſolure King, Which they did, rather 
forc*d thereto, then otherwiſe.

Thus refolation was proſecuted ; bur, at the fir 
halr he made, the Marqueſs having intelligence of it, 
ſo ſpeedily purſu'd himwith ſome Fire-locks, that he 
overrook 'ltim about eight, Leagues from Tremeſen, 
at the paſſage of a River named Huexda, Barieroſa 
finding himſelf purſu'd fo cloſely, and his T »rks kill'd, 
made -uie of this Stratagem, to gain time to cro's the 
River. He caus'd ro be: ſtrew*d along the High-way 
great quanniries of Money, Plate, and other chings 
- of orear Value, thinking/by char means to amuſe the 
Chriit tays, while he got over the River. Bur thar 
valiant Marqueſs ercourag'd his Souldiers with ſo 
many urgerit reaſons, thar-chey ſlighred all choſe rich 
Baits, rorake Barbersſſa 1live, who, as I ſaid, was at 
the River-fide, ready.co croſs it, when the Chriſttans 
furiouſly-'cnarg'd the retreating 7 wrks., Which Bar- 
beroſſa: perceiving, fac'd his Enemies, -reſolving to 
Dye generouſly in Fight. The fifteen hundred 7 »rks, 
and Barberofſa among them defended themſelves like 
Lions';z bur ina ſhort cime they were all Kill'd, and 
Barberoſſa i\ſa. 

_ Thus ended all che great defiens of: Barbereſſa, 
who fir{t-broughe the- Twrks into Barbery,. and raughe 
them the way to ger Wealth our of the Weſtern parts 
of the: World, taying the Foundarions-of what the 
T'#rks aretothis Day poſſeſsd of in Barbary. The 
Marqueſs of Commres ſacisfi'd wich this Victory re- 
turn d to Tremeſen, with the Head of the Tyranc on 
a Bike for a Trophey, and witheur any oppoſicion w 
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ples: purthe King Abuchen-mer in poſſeſſion 
o his: Kingdome:- Fourreen days afcer this detear;: 
the King of Fez Abdeda came neer Milta with 
menty chouſand Aſoo7:ſh Horſe, ro aſſiſt Barberoſſa. 
But hearing of -the defear of his Army, and his Death, 
fearing the like misfortune, he recarn'd the ſame way 
he came ; and che Marqueſs leaving the King of 


Treweſen re-eſtabliſh'd. in his Kingdome, returnd ro. 


Oran. 

Thus dy'd Arnch Barbereſſa, after he had con- 
tinu*d fourteen years in Barbary, commirting incre- 
dible out-rages on the C hr1/tians by Sea, and doing 
the Hoors of Barbary much greater miſchiefs by 
Land : For he was the firſt who reduc'd chem into 
that condition, wherein they row are, of being Sab- 
xs, and as it were half <[ives to the 7 urks, The 
news of Barberoſſa's death was ſoon carried to his 
younger Brother Cheredin Barberoſſa, who Govern'd 
at Algiers, Ir troubled him very much upon a double 
account, both out of a conſideration of the loſs of his 
Brother, and a fear tht the viRtorious Marqueſs might 
come. and beſfiege him in the City of Algrers. 
Whereupon-he was neer reſelvineto leave the place, 
and to retire with twenty ro Galliots cowards the 
Levant, But ſome Pyrats advis'd bim to expe& a 
while, co ſee- which way rhe vitorious Chr: Frans 
would take their march. And finding that the Mar- 
queſs being return'd co Oray, ſent his Men aboard 
n order to their Tranſportion into Spaiy, the T wrkz(h 
Souldiers with the Pyrars choſe Cheredin for their 
King, and Captain-Gener:! of che Kingdome of 
Algiers. And indeed he was a Perſon deſery'd to 
lucceed his B:ocher, |

Being poſleſs'd of rhac.Kingdom, the firſt thing he 
did, wasto ſend a Galley with ſome Lerterso the 
Grand-Seigntor, acquainting him wich his Brother's 
death, deficins his proreRtion and aſfiſtince a 
oainſt the Chriſtians, promiting eicher ro pay Tribute, 
or put the Kingdom into his hands , cogertier withall 
he was pofſeſs'd of in Barbary, The Grand Seignor 
hearing this news, not onely return'd a favourable 
anſwer , bur alſo ſent bim an aſffiſtance of rwo thous 
ſand Turks, accepting of rhe proffer he made him, 
chat che City of Algiere with ics Terricories ſhould 
be pur into bis hands. All theſe cranſ»Rions hap- 
pen'd about rhe beginning of che year 1519. 

The Reader may here ſee how and when the City 
of Algiers came into the hands of the Turks, 1 
chought it not beſides my purpoſe ro bring in this 
ſhore Hiſtory, to undeceive thoſe who imagin'd thar

he did was upon his own account , withour any other

In che year 1530, Chered:n finding himſelf incom- 


modated by reaſon of the Fort which the Chriſtians 


kept in the Iſland before the Port, reſolv'd co beat 
it down wich Cannon-ſhot, and afterwards co make 
a Port from the City tothe Iſland, which very deſign 
Arnuch Barberoſſa had in the year 1516, For by rea-

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: Cheredin Barberaſſa; began his enterpriſe npan the 
Forts wich chis firaragem. Iwo young Lads, fy 
by his fecrer order-,. went and delivered themſelves 
rothoſe of the Fort , ſaying they would embrace the 


Chriſtian Religion. They were kindly entertain'd, . 
:nd che Captain, who comminded the Fort, named 


Martin de Vargas, took them intothe houſe, and 
caus'd chem to be Catechiz'd,rhat they might receive 
the holy Sacramenc of Baptiſm. On Eaſter-day, 
when che Governor and all his Souldiers were at 
Church , theſe rwo Youths went up to the top of a 


Ittle Tower, whence they gave che ſional ro thoſe 


of the City by a Flagg; which being obſerv'd by a 


Servant-maid -of the Governors, ſhe immediarely - 


went and acquainred her Miſter with the treachery, 
who came preſently our of rhe Church: with all his 
Souldters, and fearing the enemies, he pur theſe rwo 
bs in priſon, and a while after caus*d them co be 
th hang'd up in an eminent place, whence thoſe 
of the Ciry mighe ſee the ſpeRacle, - 
Cheredin had ſoon notice of it, and was extream- 
ly incens'd thereat, as if ir had been done in derifion 
of the Mahumerane Religion, He ſenc a Boarco 
the Fort with a Renagado, named Alcade Hwalr, to 
tell che Governor thar if he would deliver up the 
place, he and his people ſhould have good conditt- 
ons, orherwiſe they were to expe&t no mercy. The 
Governor made anſwer, that he was aſtoniſh'd, rhar 
Cheredir, Barberoſſa, a perſon ſo highly eſteem'd for 
tis experience in milicary affairs, did nor capfider 


that he hid ro do with Spantards, who value their 


honour above all chines, and laugh at che menaces of 


their enemies ; Thic he was further to know, chat he 
| Was 
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was of the Houſe of Yargas 3; thac he glory'd notf 
Mmuchiiri the Nobilicy, as his endeavors to imitace the 
'Heroick vercues of his Atceſtors,and that therefore he 
would expe& che utmoſt atcemprs of Chered:n Bar. 
beroſſa , and do all he could to ſhew himſelf faichful 
to his God and his Prince. 

Chered:in having receiv'd this anſwer , took ſome 
great Guns out of a French Galion , which chanc'd 
co lye before Algiers, and ſome other pieces which 
had been caſt there ſome months before for char pur- 


pole. May 6. 1530. he rais'd a Battery, which plaid | 


fifreen days and nighrs without any intermiſſion, and 
the diſtance being bur rwo hundred paces or iiRrez- 
bouts, che Musketciers alſo ſhot continually ; ſo chat 
the ſixteenth of May, the Walls were almoſt>ro- 
ken down , anda great number of the befieg'd kill'd 
or wounded, Chetedix took one thouſand three hun- 
dred Muskerteers and Archers, Turks, in fourreen 
Galliots, and being come to the Forr, they landed 
without any obſticle. For the Governor was woun- 
ded with fifry three of the Soldiers, and the reſt ex- 
treamly ryr'd our, as may be eafily conjeRur'd, having 
been fixreen days in contimal alarmes. 

The Captain Martin de V argas yeelded vp the 
place on certain conditions, and after three months 
impriſonment, he was withour any reaſon , baſtina- 
do'd to dearh, in the preſence of Chered:n. Thus

This Bafſa does many time deceive his 
Confederates , and takes their Merchandiſe, forcing 
the Maſters of Ships, by Cudgelling, ro confeſs that 
the goods belong to other Nations; or if he forbear 
that rigor, there 1s a ſtoppage ſer on the goods , and 
while they pretend to verifie the fa, all is ſold, and 
under ſome 1Il pretence , rhe prize is declared vood. 
And to ſay truth, ic is very hard for the Baſla to ob- 
ſerve peace with any Nation whatſaever , if he will 
be belov'd by his Souldiers, in as much as his.propor-

che Trading , Were there a freedom of Navigation,

_ ders, which make the ordinary Forces of the Baſla, 
are moſt of chem Renegadoes, diſſolute perſons, 
without Religion or Conſcience, fugitives out of 
Chriſtendom and Turkey for the enormity of their 
crimes, This place is a refuge roall ſuch perſons, 
nay, (0 fuch as have offended the Grand Seignor 
aimſelf , as ic happen'd inthe year 1640. upon my 
arrival at Algters, when ſome ſhew'd me SigalaySon 
of chat famous Admiral, a Renegado of Genua, of 
the ſame name, who had raken refuge in this City 
to avoid being ſtrangled , as their cuftome is, upon 
rhis ſcore , . that in the year 1636. being command- 
ed by the Grand Seignor to convey with a Squadron 
of Gallies , the Ships which brought home the year-

The remainder , who are neither employ'd ar Sea, 
not ſent to the Poſts before-mentioned, live at eaſe, 
and divert themſelves ar rheir Country-houfes, rwo 
or three leagues our of the City. The Cirizens,and 
the originary-Inhabirants of the Country are irrecon- 
cileable enemies of the Garriſon. 2 

There is bur one Councel, called the D#aza, which . 
with the Bafſa reſolves all marcers of State, and what 
relate to the adminiftrarion of Juſtice. This Coun- 
cel meers commonly thrice a week , ina Gallery of 
the Baſſa's Palace.

dier. An accuſation prov'd hy two witneſſes, is \uffi- 
cient in order to condemnation. He who hath che 
worlt in any cadſe, receives a certain number of blows 
with 1 cudgel, beſides what he is oblig'd to do by che 
Sentence. If the accuſation he found malicious, the 
Accuſer 1s co ſuffer a puniſhmenr ſuicable co che 
crime 1mpos'd. The fin of abhomination is not pu- 
niſh'd among them.

N the year 1640. a Pyrate of Dunkirk rook ano- 
cher of Algiers wich abour a hundred Turks 4- 
board bim. M. Caloe»'s Friends and mine prevail'd 
ſo far with his moſt Serene Highneſs the Prince Car- 
dinal, chat be: gave ſeven Turkiſh-Slavesrobe ex- 


chang'd for 'us three Chriſtians. - The Turkes, who 


were in Spam, were (ent to row in the Gallies, and 
every time that ſome Ships were bound for Spain;there 
were five or fix Turks ſent along with them, Which 
number being ſo inconſiderable , they were permit- 
ted to work with the other Sea-men up and down che 
Ship-y chere-being no danger that-fiye Furksfhould 
make an eſcape from among a hundred and fifry men. 
In the year- 4641. five of thoſe Turks were ſent a- 
way in a Ship of D«k:rk, and one night, as the 
Ship was paffine through che Rtreight of. Grbra/tar, it 
ran foul upon a Turkiſh Galley, The Dunkirkers

During the time of my Slavery at Algzers, there 
WaSa very rich Jew, named C:{cas,'who to find 
onr what Chriſtian Slaves could pay conſiderable ran- 
ſomes, was wont to circumvent rhem in this man- 
ner. He had gor a Tuik of his acquaintancero buy a 
Chriſtian Slave upon his acco'nr, for the Jews are 
not permitred to have any Chriſtian Slaves ; and the 
Turk gave ont that che Slave was his, and that he 
onely lent him co the Jew ro wair on him at his houſe, 
Buc the greareſt ſervice he did him was , that when 
there came any Letters dire&ed to the Chriſtian 
Slaves, the ſaperſcriptions whereof were in Dutch, 
or Flemiſh, he re2d and interpreted them to his Ma- 
ſer ; and whereas all commerce in a manner in Bar- 


bary, is manae'd by the Jews, all che Merchanrs Ler-

Aban Gallan Apa, whom I have ofren mentioned, 
Was 2 Spaniard | wk neer the frontiers of Por- 
twpaly arid the Son of 'a common Sea-man, He fell 
very young into Slavery among the T7 wrks, who had 
perſwaded him to renounce the Chriſtian Faith, which 
tt Was'eafie for them to do witha child, : 

This Saban, for his noble Demeanour towards all 
the World had the military name of Gallay beſtow'd 
on him. He was very rich, and he always employ'd 
himſelf in War both by Sea and Lind, by which 
means he came robe Apa, that, is, a Field-Officer. 
Saban paſſing one day through the Marker where the 
Chriſtians are ſold, fell into diſcourſe with ſome 
Slaves, and by chance mer with one of his Countty- 
men, whom he bought ar a low rate, for he was : 
Fiſher-man, and ſo no great ranſome could be ex- 
pm from him. He broughe the <lave to his own 

ouſe, and ſaid ro him ; / have paid a hundred and 
fifty Patacoons for you, if you will promiſe me to pa) 
the like ſum in your Country to ſuch a one whois m 
Kinſman, and poor, 1 will order you ts be ſet aſhore n 
Jour Country by the firſt Pyrat that ſhall go henct.

He wenc immediarely ro Saban's Kinſman, and 
promis'd to pay him the ſum agreed upon within rwo 
years, and ſo return'd to his Trade. -* But hisBor and

pay..his former Ranſom, or loſt, when he was raken . .

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the ſecond time, he was forc*d to become a Seryant 
to other Fiſher-men, ſorhart he could nor get ſo much 
as when he was upon his own account ; bur yer qt 
of rhe little he gor, be laid ſfomewhar afide rowards 
the payment of his Ranſom. 

The two years were paſs'd, and he had paid but a 
rhird part of the Sum he ought. To make good his 
p:omiſe, he berhoughe himſelf of * an expedient, 
Which wax, to buy a hundred weight of Tobacco, and 
went along with a Portuguez Ship bound for Al- 
grers, ( where Tobacco was then very dear) with | 
the Baſſa's Paſs-port, tro redeem certain Slaves, 
Being come to Algiers, he went firair to Sabay's 
houſe, who was aftoniſh'd to ſee him. The Fiſher- 
man ſaid to him, Patron, 1 have paid but the third 
part of what | ought you, as may be ſeen by this Ac- 
quittance, ard for the remainder, having no other w 
to ſatisfie, I have brought hither a hnndred weight of 
Tobacco, and if I can ſell it with the advantage 1 an 
zold it will eld, I will pay you; if not, I will returs 
to be your Slave, rather than give your Lordſhip, 6: 
whom 1 have receiv'd ſo great kindneſs, any occaſion 
ro think, me ungratefanl, Saban heard the Fither- 
man's reiſons, extremely wondring at his Fidelity 
and Graritude ; and thereupon made him chis an- 
ſwer: Tow are an honeſt Man, faithful, and grate- 
ful, Lut over-harmleſs to live in this VVorld, Go 
ſell your Tobacco, and return into your Comntry, and 
make th: be advantage you canof both the Money 
ard your Liberty, He allow'd him mear and drink 
at his houſe, riſl the ſame Ship which brought him to 
Algiers return'd homeyards, leaving at Algiers 2

"THe Poiſoning of people is a crime very common 
in Africk, Whilz I was at Algiers the Py- 
rates took a, Frigot which had been made ar D«ykrrk, 
The building of it pleas'd all che Caprains of the Gale 
leys, infomuch chat there was a cerrain emulation 
who ſhould have her. Bur the Baſſa's proportion of 
rae ſlaves being one of every eight, and of every Ship 
the one half, the Baſſa's Brother , who was Captain 
' of a Pirateer, had che Frigot. The Grand Moro, 2 
[ famous Captain, was ſo much troubled at ir, that he 
f ſaid publickly he had been injur'd, the Frigot had 
| been deny'd ar the race he had proffer'd for it y and 
= chac the Baſla's Brother was good onely to divide 
41 the booty , after himſelf had caken che pains to 
ger it. 
That diſcourſe was related to the Baſſa's Bron 
who 


who was much incens'd-cherear , and bethought him- 
ſelf how he thould be reveng'd. He could not ſend 
him a Challenge,: bec1uſe ic was not the cuſtom, and 
beſides , he'was no march for fuch an enemy as the 
Grand More, He therefore diſlzmiled his indigna-

Surgeon, he ſaid co tim, You muſt immediately give 
me ſome remedy, for me-thishs I ans poiſow'd. The 
Surgeon, a man 'very exp2:rt in his profetſion, gave 
him preſently a good draught of milk , and finding 


that the milk tay'd with tim, he caus'd: his head "to 


be hung downwards, andac laſt the Milk came our, 
bringing the poiſon along with it , and by thar means 
the Grard Moro was Cur'd , and the Baſla's Brorher 
laugh'd ar by the Turks, for his ignorance in prepar- 
Ing the poiſon afrer the Africar way , which is, ro 
make che compoſition ſo, as that it thall nor do'irs 
effe& till ſome rime after it is adminiſtred. This 
ſlow operation. of che poiſon cauſes many Spamards, 
and /ftalians to renounce the Chrifttan Faich. The 
reaſon is, thac many Turks are addied to the 2bho- 
minable fin, and che women areeafily debauch'd by 
their {laves. - Whence ic comes, that having continu'd 
in their lewdneſs ſometime, the women ſay co chem,

Thave, Theſe promiſes are tempting, and moſt of 
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the {laves, being erdinary Sea-men, and poor in their 
 bvyn Country, and conſequently oblig'd co ger their 
livclihoed by hard labor , they are inveigled by theſe 
raking appearances of liberty and wealth, Rrenorh. 
ned by che ſollicitations of a handſome woman, and 
ſs prefer che remporal before eternal happineſs. Be- 
ing thus agreed , the women give their husbands a 
{low poiſon , ſo that the husband dying ſome months 
afcer, the widdow marries the Reneeado ſlave. There 
' 1sno great mqunſizon made into theſe crimes by the 
Magiſt-are ; inſomuch rhac there are many who boaſt 
of their excellence in that Art. | 
It comes into my mind, that I once over-heard rwo 
French .Renegadoes diſcourfing ro this purpoſe. One 
of them aid rorhe other, Do you ſtill vifit your Wench? 
The other anſwer'd, / have ſeen her lately, bat am 
weary of her, I have a doſe in my Cheſ# to ſend her go- 
mg mo the other world. I alſo obſerv'd , while I was 
a {hve at Pegetiz's, that our Parron made a grear feaſt 
at a Country houſe of his, and for greater pomp, the 
meat was carried rthither by two hundred and hity 
ſlaves (among whom I carried a diſh of Nuts) who 
march'd all in a file, rherebeing a certain diſtance 
berween every twenty , and there was one Who car- 
ried a Basker cover'd with a piece of Silk, wherein | 
ſuppoſe there was ſome kind of Pafiry, The Guelts 
were the moſt famous Capraines, and the richelt Set- 
ters out of Gallies, The.

Pege/rn made anſwer, kyow ner 
Jet who you. are , but F I agree with you about your 
ranſons, though I ſhould afterwards come to kyow rhat 
you are much richer then i took you to be, 1 ſhall keep 
my word, as Ihave done with ſeveral other perſons, 
naming to me among others a Merchant of Genwa, 
Called Marco Antome Falcons, But as I bave ſaid

ſame night I enquir'd of ſomg laves of my acquin- 
cance, whzther- our Parron hid kept his word With 
h1s ſlaves, when they had agreed wich him, and what 
was the ſtory of Aarcs Antonio Falconi, of whom 
he had ſpoken ro me.

A Genua-Merchant , who had reſided lons at Car 
diz, in Spain, where he had carryed on a great Trade, 
being grown very rich , and having bur one child, 2

der, and embark'd himſelf wich his Daughter, who 
was abaur nine years of 2ge, in a Brigantine, They al- 
ways kepr in fighe of land, for fear of meeting With 
rhe Turkiſh Pyrates.

Gentleman of one of th moſt illuſtrious fami® 
| lies of Portugal, whom we ſhall here call Dom 
Oemophilo , had been engag'd in many Duels and 
_ differences. Bur every one being blindin his own 
paſſion , he muſt needs have committed many great 
miſcariiages ; for norwichſtanding his creat quality, 
he had been twice ſentenc'd todeath at Lisbox, and 
yet by the inrerceſſion of that powerful Advocate 
Mr, Mony, wiich ſometimes interprers the Laws as 
he pleaſes ; and with the aſſiſtance of his Friends, D. 
Oexophilo was twice pardon'd. In the year 1637. he 
Was further accus'd of ſome Murther, and to avoid 
rhe rigor of the Law, he embark'd in the nigh-time 
with his wife tog0 for rhe Lxd:es, the common San- 
ctuary of the Portugues, MalefaQors, Having been 
ſome days at Sea, the Ship was taken by the Twrkiſh 
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Pyrats ;and Dors Oenophilo and his Wife were fold to 


a Moor named Cagarino, This new flave agreed wich 


{ his Patron far the ranſoming of himſelf and his wife, 
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conditionally that he ſhould remain as a Hoftage, and 
chat his wife ſhoukd return home art liberty to ſend over 
che ranſom. His wife was ſent away, and he devoutly 
expeted che mony ; and being not oblig*d ro work 
15the other lives were, Idleneſs found him (ome- 
what to do ; for he fell in love with his Patroneſs, and 
not. daring at firft to diſcover his afteQtion, he ſare 
down in hopes of a convenienrttime.co doi. Ir hap- 
pen'd thac he made acquaintance with two'Knighes of 
Malta, who were French-men, and flaves. Theſe 
obſerving in Domz Oenophilo a grear judgement, noble 
educarion , and an extraordinary natural eloquence, 
it ſo far heightned their friendſhip, chat che rwvo 
Knights invited Dow Oemophi/o to drink a glaſs of 
wine, and preſs'd him to take a greater doſe of ir, 
then he was wont to do in Portugal, Having his 
head full of wine, and his mind of Love, he return'd 
home, and began ta court his Patroneſs. His Patron 
coming in, and ſurprifing him art it fell upon the Gal- 
l:nr, and gave him two or three good cuffes oth' ear. 
Dom Oenophilo, who was no more circumſpeR in his 
ſlavery rhen he had been when he was ac liberty, re- 


' tummn'd the blows in che ſame coin , together with the 


incereſt,, His Parron incens'd upon a double account, 
a8 well for the blows he had receiv'd , as for whar 
had paſs*d berween him and his wife, being mad to 
he revene'd for that double affronc, ran ſtreighe corhe 
Biffz's Palace, and made his complaints, requiring, 
thar, according ro the Turkith Laws . he ſhould be 


bury alive. Order was given ro the Sawſes(who are rhe 
Officers

Ofkicers of Juſtice) co bring che Criminal before the 
Tribunal to anſwar for himſelf. Doxs Oenophils be. 
ing brought before che Baſla, he (aid co him ; Tos are 
accus'd fir having beaten a T urk,, and which is worle, 
your Patron, oo according to the Laws of this Coun- 
try, you are either to renounce. the Chriftian Religion, 
or to be burnt alive, Dom Ocnophilo deny'd the tg, 
alledoing chac he hid onely detended himſelt from 
the blows, and he brought in a Turk for a witneſs, 
who ſpox2 on his behalf.

cowards England, our Ship withirs loading, and fix- 
teen Paſſengers were raken by che Turkiſh Pyrares. 
Among rhele fixteen , there were two young men, 
Biſcayans, one named T wrines, the other John, who 
came. aboard us with a deſign to go to Dunkirk, to 
their Uncle Dom T wrineo de Fuſtamente, Pagader of 
the naval Armado,of Flanders, Theſe two young 
men, by our common misfortune, fell into ſlavery Q- 
mong'the Turks, * They had never been our of their 
Country before, and thar new courſe of life , amidſt 
To.many inconveniences and miſeries, went extream- 
ly againſt che hair wichchem. Bur there being many 
Biſcayans among)Pegelir's {laves, and they (as I often 
 obſerv'd) very ready co affift their Country-men, Joh» 
and T xr:zeo. receiv'd ſome relief of them , andſo 
made a ſhifc to rub our pretty well.

che Chriltians gone our, two Spari(þ (lives came into 
the Church , either. ro pray y of oucof curioſity, to 
ſee the Ornaments, ms coming up ro the Altar, on? 
, of them ;,-. who underſtond rwo or three words of 
Latine begin co rerd what wat wricren on the Arms

Ather Joſeph, .2 Dominican Frier , having liv'd 
{ome years in the Ve#-Indies, and returning to 

bis Country (L alentia in Spain) was taken by the Py- 
rates of AYgiers, where being ſold, his Patron cold 
him,thar if be would pay 2 good ranſom, he would ſet 
him, at liberty. Parher Joſeph, being aperſon of 4 
cheerful humor, anda pleafing diſpoſicion, (as ſhall be 
ſeen anon) made anſwer that + would, conditionally 
that be-ſhould be kindly created, fare well,ly on a Ma- 
rreſs,2nd nor work;upoti which terms he would pay {ix 
raouſand Ducats for his ranſom, The Pacron,chinking 
he hid che 6000, Ducats already in his Cheli, treaced 
Facher Joſeph according to the agreemenc. Having 
thus far*d well, and Pag all chings requiſice for the 
ſpace of a year, the Patron ſeeing there was no like- 
lihood of receiving the Ranſom-mony , commanded 
another ſ]:ve of his, a Spaniard, to beſtow a hun-. 
dred blo:vs with a cudgel (an ordinary puniſhment in 
Barbary) onthe ſoles of Father Joſeph's feet. The 
poor man was faften'd in an Inſtrument fir for that 
purpoſe, which in the Tarkiſh language is call'd Fa- 
lace. Father Toſeph ſeeing the Spamard coming £0- 
wards him, ſaid co him, Have 4 care C hriſtian, ow : 
er 
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der what you do , you know that 1 am a Frieft, and if 
you touch me, you will be excommunicated. Where- 
upon the honelt Spazrard ſaid ro his Patron, / am a 
Chriſtian,and your flave,beat me as much as you pleaſe, 
1 will not be excommunicated, The Patron c:11'd oc 
another of his {lzves, a Portaguez, who was glad ro 
execute ſuch a Commiſſion upon a Spaniard, laughing 
at the excommunication, * When: Father Joſeph had 
recover'd of thoſe blows, and came abroad into che 
Streets, ſome other ſlaves his friends taking occaſion 
to bewail his misfortune, he would ſay rochem laugh - 
Ing, 1s there any one among you who would not endure 
a hundred bangs with a cudgel, to fare well a whole 
year, and to deceive a dogg of a Twrk ? His Patron 
deſpairing of his ranſome, ſold bim very much to his 
loſs ; for he was look'd upon 28 a cheat. His new 
Patron ſent him co quarter ar the Barh of the D#are , 
where there is one of che four Chriſtian Churches 
which are at Algiers. Moſt of the Prieſts live ar the 
Baths where che Chriſtian Churches are, and are 
maintain'd by the Almschey receive from rhe ſ]1ves. 
And ſo paying their Patron's ordinarily three Para- 
Coons a month, they are exempred from working. In 
the year 1640. I found him in chat Bach of the D«a- 
»a; bur molt of the [ves there beirg Porrugnezes, 
there always happen'd ſome difference berween them 
and Father Joſeph, who was a Spazmiard ; inſomuch 
that his Patron was forc*d co permit him ro come and 
live at M11; Pegeltn's Bath, where I came co be inti- 
mately acquainted with him. Every Sunday, when I 
was exempted from working , I heard his Sermons, 
which were full of learning and eloquence. He was 
a:lover of 200d cheer , and had a great veneration for 
G1 the 
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the Patriarch Noah, for his excellent invention of 
Planting rhe Vine. One day we took him to the 
Tavern, where, for want of Wine-glafles, we made 
uſe of a Church-Lamp , which was of Glaſs, and 
Father Joſeph thinking the wine ſo much the better 
out of thar , took off three Lamps of ir, each con- 
raining a quare or better, and ſo loaden, went his way | 
very much our friend. Shortly after I was ſer ar li- 
berry, and Fath:r Joſeph continu'd there ill the year 
1645. ſo that ſezing no likelihood of recovefing his 
liberty, or haply drawn in by the. licencious life al- 
low'd by the Alcoran, he forgot himſelf ſo far as to 
renounce the Chriſtian Faith, turning a Mahumerane, 
wich extraordinary acclamations of the Moors and 
Turks, who ſer him an horſe-back with a Darc in his 
hand, and ſo conduRed him through all the Streets 
of rhe Cicy, az it were in triumph. And abuſing the 
Chriſtians, they ſaid to them as he went along, Be- 
hold your great Papas, (ſo the Turks call che Chriftian 
Prieſts) whom you efteern'd ſo hi gbly. This accident 
extreamly troubled the Chrittians , both Catholicks 
and Proreſtinrs. Ir happen'd through God*s permiſ- 
fron , that at thar eime there were ar A/giers tO 
Fathets, one a Jeſuic,. the other a Diſcalceate Car- 
melice, a Genoeſe named Frater Angeli, a man of 
exemplary verrue. Theſe rwo Fachers were extream- 
ly troubled ac the miſcarriage of Father Joſeph, 25 2l- 
ſo for the ſcandal which the Chriſtians had receiv'd 
thereby, and reſolv'd to remonſtrace unto him, how 
hizhly -b2 had ſcandaliz'd»ſo many Chriſtian ſlaves, 
who hadendur'd a thouſand times mote miſery then 
he bac; and yet perſever'd with ſo much conſtancy 
and patience in the Chriſtian Faich. By theſe _—_— 
ike 
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like remonſtrances, Father Foſeph (who was now cal- 
led /ſouf) was ſoftirr'd, rhat he promis% the two 
Fathers chat he would forſake the pernicious Mahu- 
metane Religion, , and be reconcil'd to the holy 
Church, and co char end he defir'd ro make his Con- 
feffion, and to receive the Bleſſed Sacrament of the 
Altar. Which he did the ſamenighr very ſecretly, 
for if the Turks. had known rhar'rhoſe rwo Fathers 
had concern'd themſelves in the converſion of a Re- 
negado, they would hardly have eſcap'd being burnc 
alive. The nexc day /ſo»f appears in the Streets, 
cloach'd as a Chriſtian , whereat che whole City was 
aftoniſh'd., . He was raken , and carried before rhe 
Duana, that is,the Tribunal. They ask'd him why he 
had chane*d the habir of his Religion ? He reſolute- 
ty anſwer'd chart he was a Chriſtian, a Prieſt, and of a 
Religious: Order, and that he world dye a Chriſtian, 
And as to whart had paſs'd, . that he had done it by the 
ſuggeſtion of the Devil. Upon this apſwer, rhe 
Judges thought fir to order him co be cudgelPd on the 
loles of the feer, ro drive thoſe fcruples out of his 
mind. | : 
Thar ſenrence was executed , but ro no purpoſe, 
for he preſever'd, and ſaid he would dye a Chriſtian. 
They threarned him with death , and ſeeingar laſt, 
that all cheir menaces prevail'd nought upon him, they - 
condemn'd him to be burnc alive with a gentle fire.

Hough che hardſhips and misforrunes which 
ſlaves are to endure, be common to all reduc'd

portion thereof then others, Among the former 


may benumbred the Knight de Cherf , whom I have 
mention'd in the diſcourſe of my Captivity, as will 


de ſeen by the enſuing Relation. 
After we fell inco the hands of the Turks, the 


P yrate-ſhips, which brought us co ſlavery , caſt An- 
chor before the Ciry of 4/grers, diſcharging rheir 
Guns to give notice. of their arcival, The news of 


the rich prize was preſently ſpread abroad, as well 2» 
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mong the Turks of the Garriſon, as the people ; and 
as ir commonly happens, that news encreaſes by go- 
_ ing frem mouth ro mouth, ſo ir was reported, that, 
beſides rhirty chouſand Paracoons, which were found 
in che prizes, there was among the ſlaves a Lord of 
great Quality, meaning the fore-ſaid Knighr. Some 
ſaid he was a General ; others, an Ambaſſadour, and 
all imagin'd chat the reſt were his Servants , which 
was no ſmall happineſs for us, and that the money 
which they gave out was found, betong'd ro him. This 
news was partly forg'd by the Pyrates themſelves, 4 
they are wont to invent new ſtratagems to enhance 
the price of ſlayes. newly broughe in, loading them 
with ricles and wealth, to draw in the Buyers to 
make greater Pproffers, in hopes of a berrer ranſom. 
The Baff hearing this news took the Knighe for his 
 Preparcion, ' which is of eight one, at his oven choice, 
| a$1 have ſaidelſewhere, The Knight was conduRted

the Mahumerane , which if he would, he promis'd 
to make him Captain of a Galley, ro go our againſt 
the Chriſtians, Whereto the Knight teply'd , that he 
Was not as yet reſoly'd to do ſo, and that he would ra- 
ther dye a Chriftian, bur thar he would pay a thouſand 
Paracoons for his ranſome.

His Friends among the ſlaves 
endeavour'd all they could to give him eaſe , ſome 
brought wine to waſh his feer , another, who was 4 
Surgeon, opened the dead fleſh, and dreſs'd him, bur 
what was molt remarkable was the charitable ation of 
a Diſcalceare Carmelire Frier, a ſlave, named Fathe: 
Angels , a Genoeſe, who with his mouth ſuck'd the 
corrupt blood to ger ir out of his feer, He was fix 
weeks in his recovery, at the end whereof, a Jew 
Coming to treat wich him abour his ranſom, witch ma- 
ny menaces told him , that Al/s Pegelin had ſworn by 
the Grand Seignot's head (an inviolable oath) char 
the Knighr ſhould never have his liberry unleſs te 
ave fifteen hundred Patacoons. He was perſwaded 
co promiſe the ſaid ſum, and thereupon his chain was 
raken' off, and be hid the freedom ro walk up and 


down the City, as they commonly do who have a- . 


reed withcheir Patrones , till ſuch time as they have 
a conveniencetotranſport th2mſelves. We had hap- 
ly been rreaced after the ſame manner, had not Als 
Pegelin been fully perſwaded , thac rhe ſaid Knight 
was ſome publick Minifter of the King of Spar's 
and that we were his Servants, and ſothere was no 
oreat 
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oreat account made of us, which prov'd our happi- 
neſs, All chings being agreed upon, ic was propos'd, 
char che Knight ſhould rake ſhipping for Legor» in 
ſtaly, to be there kepr in priſon till che ranſom were 
paid, which was to be.made to ſome Jews there, who 
held a coffteſpondence with 4/1; Pegelin, ' Bur che 
Knight excus'd himſelf , defiring that: he might be 
ſent over into Spazry, where he micht rake Duplicates 
of the Grants and Rewards which his Catholick Ma- 
jefty had made him, in regard che Originalswere caſt 
over-board when we-were-taken. _Theſe_excuſes oc- 
caſion'd the Knight's not being deliver'd without pay- 
ment of 'his ranſom , which had been done, had he 
follow'd the Patron's reſolution.

We came 
rogether to Tituan, and were cher put into the Maſ- 
mora, - where I receiv'd letters from my Companien 
Saldens, date] at Centa, ar rhe bottom whereof he 
writ, thar there was wich ine 2 Chriſtian ſlave, named 
Pranciſco Mendez, to whom he defir'd me to give a 

Paraconn or two, if ne ſtood in need thereof, that his 
old Miſter D. Franciſco Villegas y would give the 
fifry Paracoons which were hehind of his ranſom, and 
that his Mother was going from Certato Gibraltar to 
receive' them. Thee tidings tranſported Franciſco 
with joy , bur it laſtednot long ; for while we were 
ralkir.g concerning his liberty , we hear'd a voice cal- 
ling ar the grate above, for Fravciſco Mendez , who 
lifring up his eyes ſees his Mother, who had been 
made a f|rve thar day, beingraken in the Brigantine, 
which ordinarily g9es from Cexta to Gibraltar , the 
Paytwpuez, Soldiers having neeleQed their duty 
through drunkenneſs. That ſad accident put both 
mother and ſon into a deſpair of ever recovering their 
liberry, the ſame dayrhey expected to have embrac'd

years fince, ſaid he, that an Iſcland- Renegade having

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been a long time abroad with the Pyrate of this City, 
without taking any prize, propos'd ta the Captain, 
vex'd that nothing fell in his way, to makg towards 
Iſeland, and landing there, ts rake Iſelanders, who 
ſuſpetited not chat there were ſuch bar barons peoply in 
the world. T he propoſal was (th; d by the Captain, and 
the management of the enterprize was committed to 
that perfidions Iſelander, Soon after, the Turks came 
t0 4 i place known by the Undertaker , neer that 
Iſla nd, and ſent fifty ſowldiers aſhore, who brought a- 
way avout eight hundred men, women, and children, 
and afterwards ſold them tn this City for ſlaves, the * 
manuer whereof you know, Many dy'd by the change 
of air, others, out of a deſpair of berng redeem'd, re» 
nounc'd their Religion, and ſome few of them do ſhll 
patiently endure the heavy yoak of ſlavery, hoping that 
Chriſtian IV. King of Denmark, whoſe ſubjefts they 
are, will have compaſcion on thens, whereto they ve- 
Hieve he will be mov'd upon the mediation of his Ame 
baſſador at Madrid. And as to what concerns me, 
. wonder not that 1 concern my ſelf ſo much 1 this buſr- 
weſs; know that though you ſee me in Twrkiſh habit, 
I was born in Iſeland, and brought away th: nce 
with my Mother, and thoſe 1 told you off before, Ha- 
wing continu'd twe years a ſlave, wy Patron dies, and 
 grves me my liberty ,, on condition 1 ſhould renounce, 
which I did, to pracure the liberty of my Mother, wha 
puff, er'd extr eamty, by being put to parnful work , and 
 unmercifully beaten, Being free 1 entred intothe Baſ- 
fa's pay, aud went ont to Sea, and having got together 
avout a hundred Patacoons, 1 wat in hopes to redeem 
wy Mat ber, of a Moor , whoſe flave ſhe was ; but the

Dog, having ſeen my proffer , treated her worſe then 
before, to make me give two hundred Patacoons, and 
1 could -not ref till [ had made a ſhift for the «they 
hundred Patacoons, which an honeſt T urk lent me, on 
condition he ſhould have my Mother for the ſecurity of 
hus reembnrſement. She is tolerably well treated where 
ſhe 1s now, but if I ſhould dye , ſhe would bereduc'dto 
the ſame condition ſhe was in before-, and-would never 
recover her liberty while ſhe liv'd. This diſcourſe 
having moy'd me to compaſſion, I gave the young 
man all the aflurances I could of my readineſs to ſerve 
him in the delivery of his Petition, Being afterwards 
come to Madrid, I went ro the Ambaſſador of Dey- 
mark the Sieur Hi/arin Uefelt,a Knight of noble ex- 
traction, ro whom I gave an account of what was con» 
cain'd inthe Pericion, which I had loſt when we were 
calt away. He promis'd me ro acquaint the King of 
Denmark with the bufineſs.Being afterwards rerurn'd 


"to Flanders, the Sieur Bernard d Aranda, my Bro- 


cher, paſſing thar way upon ſome affairs of the King 
of Denmark , and of Cornificio Uefelt, Brother tothe 
ſaid Ambaſſador,and Grand-Maſter of the Kingdom, 
to whom he was relared as a Gentleman, aflur'd me, 
thar the King of Denmark, upon the account given 
by his Ambaſſador, had, by the way of Legory, or- 
der'd the redemption of thoſe poor Zſelanders , and 
among others char Mother , whoſe Son had by an im- 
pious undutifulneſs hazarded the loſs of his own Soul,

© dps who engage themſelves in great enterpri- 
2CS are eſfteem'd according to the good or bad 
ſucceſs thereof ; 1f fortune prove favourable , they 
oet the reputation of courageous and prudent ; if un- 
kind, rheir misfortune is accounted a puniſhment of 
cheir cemerity and extravagance. Some, of Pyrates 
and Robbers, have come to be Generals ar Sea , and 
powerful Monarchs , and gain'd henour by thoſe 
courſes, which brought others to che Gallies and the 
Giber. Four younger Brothers, French-men, ſhall 
confirm this aflertion, not char I mean they were Py- 
races' or Robbers , bur Free-booters upon a double 
Commuſtion. Theic birth had nor furniſh'd chem with 
any great conveniences , and therefore what was 
wanting that way was to be ſupply'd by their courage. 
In che year 1636. they reſolv'd upen a way, which 
was to ſeek heir fortunes ac Sea, getting rogerher 
* about fifceen thouſand Livers, wherewich they equip- 
ped a Frigot of ren Guns. Two among them, who 
were Knights of Mata, got a Commiſſion from that 
| Order, againſt the common enemy of the Chriſtians ; 
the others, one from the King of Fraxce. The noiſe 
of this expedition , the preparations whereof were 
carried on at Roche/,broughr.cogether fourſcore youn- 
ger Prothers, who, With their Officers, a 200d Maſter, 


and 


and chirty fax Seamen , were able and likely to ar- 
cempt great'matrers. Alt things being ready, they 
koiſe ſail, . deſigning ro cruze up and down the Spas 
m(h-Sea berween Cadiz and Saint Lacars , and fo 
ſer a man aſhore there, habited like a Spaniard, who 
underſtood the language of the Country, co fee whar 
Ships were bound chence, and co pur up the Colours 


of France, as the moſt likely todo their wark there- 


abouts, The Colours of France, asthe moſi likely 


ro do their work thereabours. The Colours of the - 


Order of Malta was to ſerve againſt the Creſcent, 
and particularly againſt thoſe of Algiers and Tas, 
between which places and France there was a Peace, 
though ill obſerv'd on borh fades. The ſixth day after 


their departure , they ſer a man aſhore in the mghr 
_ time neer Cad:z, who return'd the nighe following, 


bringing intelligence that a Ship loaden with wine was 
ready to ſer fail. Bemg come our, they gave it chace, 
and two days afrer having taken ir, they rid them- 
ſelves of the trouble of the Priſoners, ſerting them 
all aſhore. This prize of wine heighcen'd rhe courage 
of our young Blades, and rais'd them ro a higher 
Cconceit of their valour, The third day after chis 
000d fortune, they diſcover'd two.Pyrates of Algrers, 
to whom they gave chace under the Colpurs of the 
Order of Malta. The Pyrares relying on their own 
ſtrength, and imagining char of our Youmger-Bro- 
chers not to be extraordinary expect chem wich rheir 
fails furl'd up. In the mean time the Adventurers 
conſult about the Artack , and reſolv'd to boxrd rhe 
orcater of the two Pyrares, and to abandon their

was pepper'd of all fides, Yer did not the courage? 
of our Younger-Brothers fail chem, for they gallantly 
made. their party good for the ſpace of nine hours, 
during which chey fir'd fix hundred ſhot with their cen 
Guns. Burasche number of the dogs occafion the 
deathof the Hare ; ſo at laſt the Frigor ſhatter'd of

The 
great reſpet which the Chriſtian {l:ve , who ſold 
the Wine, expreſs'd towards the Prielt, irais'd in 
me the curioficy co ask him, how they came to be 
ſo incimacely acquainted , fince_he. was a Slave of 
ſmall ſtanding. He whows you take ro be the Ma- 
Fer, ſaid he, « but the Servant, the Slave of Ma- 
jorca , whom you know, is the Maſter of this Drink- 
"+ place and two others, wherein he keeps three 
Chriftian ſlaves, to look, to them , who grve him 
4 account every week of ihe Wine and —< things 
be ſendsin, 1 am here under him, and whaever 
be ertruſts me with 1 give him an account of, He 
afterwards told me that the Majosrcan had been 
made a Slave ſome years before, and had at che 


| urs ſuffer'd the miſeries of his condition, 


chat having afterwards made a (hit by his in- 
quſitcy co get togecrher che ſum of a Pacacoon, he 
had ſo advancag'd himſelf thereby, chat he was 
able co keep choſe chree Drinking-places, which 
broughe him in great profic. This diicoucſe ſ1risfy*d 
me how it came to pals chae thit Afajorcar walk'd 
up and down, and was well clad, And tinding 
that che Prieſt was fo intimately acquainted with 
the Majorcar, 1 ask'd him wh-c he hid donz with 
che Horſe 1 had ſeen him buy in che Marker nor 
long before, He preſented itto bus Pairan, rcily'd 


the Prieſt, Whereupon I defirous eo be furrte: :1- 


tisfy'd why he did net ranſom himſelf with ic 


agreed: wich his Parron ar four bundred Pacaco-::s. 
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which 'ſfum he had paid to thirty, which he pur- 
poſely left unſarisfy'd, that he might go under the 
name of a Slave, and enjoy the proteRion of his 
Patrene, who wa? a perſon of grear authority, 
with whom he liv'd in a good correſpondence, by 
means of his preſents. He alſo perſwaded his 
Patron to bny the new Slaves of dajorca or Italy 
of his acquaintance , for whom he re-imburs'd 
him whar they coft , and ſent chem back to heir 
Countries, not lofing the intereſt of his mony, as it 
was but reaſon he ſhould not. Some days after, be did 
rhe ſame favour for thar Prieſt , who continu'd there 
ſome time a Slave onely by name, Theſe advantages 
made the A{ajorcane the leſs deſirous to return into 
his Country, and the King of Spair, ceming to hear 
of theſe ſervices, ſent him a ſecret order to continue 


rhere in the ſame quality, to help the Spaniſh flaves, 
and with his advice to affiſt the Fathers employ'd a- 
bour the redemprion'of Captives, when they ſhould 
come thirher , with promiſes of an honourable re- 
ward ; which order he faithfully obſerv'd, rill he dy- 
ed an Imaginary Slave, two years after my departure 
from A[prers, 7 | ED

The Execrable Revenge. 


Very Vice is encourag'd either. by profic ©: 

HF pleaſure, and balances the fin by ſome appe- 
rene good, onely Revenge is abſoluncly unhappy , 
inaſmuch as -ic is ſome times forc'd to compaſs 
another's ruine with irs own, While we were con- 


fin'd co che Baſla's Palace, as may be ſeen in the 


diſcourſe of my Captivicy, I cook notice of a Re- 
negado-youth, abour twelve or thirreen years of 
Age, clad in red Silk, having a Turban very neatly 


1ncerwoven ; I ſaw he had che priviledge to enter 


inco che Baſla's, lodeings, and thoſe of his Wife, 
when he pleaſed, which is no ſmall favour in thar 
Country, The Eunuchs belonging co the Baſla's 
wife reſpeRted him, and gave him che citle of 


Celibr, thar is to ſay, Lord, The marks he had 


about him of -2 Renegado, and the gracefulneſs of 
his perſon rais'd in me a curiofiry co enquire whence 
ic came, that Azzet (ſo he was called) had that 
priviledge above all the ocher Renegadoes of the 


| houſe. I was acquainted with a Frezch Renegado, 


Caterer co the Baſſa, who gave me an account of 
che Youth, and his relation acquainced me wirh a 
range effe& of an excravaganr paſſion. Ponder nor, 


ſaid he to me, that Amer Celibs is 1n greater f4- 
S 4 vour 
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wour then any of the reft, his woble E xtraftion de. 
ſerves it. But-1rnagine not hu Friends bave been 
wanting in their endeavours to recover him, they did 


all they could to bave him again, Lit all to wo pur. 


poſe. T hat yonng Lad never was a Slave , as allthe 
ether Renegadoes were, And ſoproceeding in his 
diſcourſe , he told me, that the Lad was a Spamard 
born, of a houſe well known, and had been ſpirited 
away from his Friends , and brought co M1grery, the 
manne: thus. 

The King of Sparz hath ſeared on the Mediter- 
ranean, and the Ocean, ſome places of che King- 
doms of Fez, and Morocco, which ſerve for a ba- 
viſhment ro ſome, and ſanRuary to others. For 
rhar Prince being oblig'd to keep Cnrrizons there, 
he 18 ſo favourable cowards ſome Delinquents as 
onely ro condemn them to ſerve there , whereas 
other Criminels are ſent to the. Gallies. Such as 
are Grandees of Spain, or of more then ordinary 
quality, to expiate rheir c:imex, are baniſh'd into 
choſe places, with obligation ro maintain on their 
own charge fuch a number of Horſe, according to 
the exigency of rhe caſe, and the ability of the per- 
ſon, To one of thoſe Fortrefles were ſent two 
Brothers, of a confiderable houſe in Spar, who 
upon ſome occaſion or other had forme difference. 
The elder thinking himſelf injured in point of 
honor, inſulred over his younger Brother , who 
on the other fide being not able ro ſmorher his 
zeſentmenrs of rhe affront , fell ro ſtudy how he 
mi-he be reveng'd, but 211 his artemprs were ren- 
dred incffeQual by the Governour of the pin 
who 


who was & very prudent Gentleman, Whereupon 
fading chat he would nor be permitted co fight his 
Brocher, and having reſolv'd roproſecure higrevenge, 
whatever ic colt him, he berhought himſelf of a de- 
fign which brought him to his . own irrecoverable 
rune. | EE 

One day having obſerv'd that his Brother's one- 
ly Son was gene out into the plain , which is. be- 
fore the Ciry, to play , he gers on Horſe-back, and 
making as if he intended to take the air, he kindly 
calls his Nephew co him , and cakes him up before 
him, and ſo riding on gently, till he gor out of 
fighe, he pur ſpurs co his Horſe, ſo that be ſoon gor 
into the Country of the Turks, where having call'd 
for a Guide, he came in a few days ro Algiers, 

 defiring audience of the Bafſa, whom he told, char 
= be was come to preſent his ſervice to his Excel- 
teney, with a defgn to renounce his Religion, and 
that as afſurance of his fidelity, he preſented him 


with a lovely Child, who was his Nephew. The 
| Bafla accepred of che proffer, and order'd his Eu- + 
nuchs to cauſe him to renounce, and to bring him 


up in the Mahumerane Religios, giving him che 


name of Amer, The younger Brother alſo re- 


' nounc'd the Chriſtian Religion, and embrac'd the 
Turkiſh , and came afterwards to a wretched end. 
After my recurn out of ſlavery, I related this ſtrange 
2dventure to 2 certain Officer of our Army, who rold 
me, that he had been well acquainted with che Bro- 
chers and the young Lad, and was croubled, char 
their names and habirations were known.

That the Turks prefer Mony before Love. 


Patron Alls Pegelix returning from his 
courſes in the year 1641.  berhbonght himſelf 

of che Loves there had paſs'd between him , ſome 
ewo or three years before , and a Greciay Miſtreſs, 
inſomuch char he was defirous to give her a viſit. He 
order'd ſome of his Gallies co make rowards Bona, 
otherwiſe H:ppone, where he landed, The woman, 
having had nerice of ic, came co meet him, and pre- 
ſenred himwich a lovely childe about rwo years of 
age, whom ſhe had born him. The General was ſo 
much taken wich the childe, char for his ſakt, he mar- 
ried the mother, expreſſing an exrraordinary affeRi- 
on towards her, and that the greater, in regard he 
lad by char woman one co inheric his wealth, a happi- 
neſs which he could nor have by her whom he had left 
at Algiers. In fins he would needs bring her along 
wich -valp bur aſloon as his wife whom he left at 
bome heard of cheir arrival , ſhe conceived ſuch a jea- 
fouhe againſt her kutband and his ſecond Spouſe, that 
not able co ſmorher her paſſion, rhough ſhe was above 
fifcy yearsof age , ſhe ſent wo Turks of quality ro 
him, co cell him from her, char he was very well- 
come,, and chic (he knew well enough he had nor 
offended againſt the Alcoray by marrying a ſecond 
Wife, bur thar ſhe underſtood alſo the permiſſion my

had by the ſame Law to diſſolve cheir marriage , and 
cogofromhim, with above a hundred chouſand'Du- 
cars, Which ſhe had brought him in dower, ordering 
him , if he had a mind to keep her , mmediacelyto 
diſpoſe the Grec:an Lady in marciagero ſome other, 
ſo to cake away the cauſe of her paſſion. Though 
Alli Pegelin wasa man of greac wealth, yer was hea 
lictle Rarcled at che ſudden and bold reſoſution of his 
Wife, and had ſome thoughrs ro ſend back thoſe 


pleaſanc Ambaſſadors with as round an anſwer, bur 


refle&ing on the hundred thouſand Ducats, his ava- 
rice made him change his defien, ſo that immediace- 
ly, ere he came aſhore, he befiow'd his ſecond wife 


on one of che Capcains of his Gallies, yer kepe the 
childe, who was brought up by the former Wife, and 


| the had ſo great a kindneſs for him, chac ſhe gave 
him all her wealch , by which means he afcerwards 


came co great charges and empleyments , chough 
all bis Fathers eftare had been confiſcared for ſome 
Rebellion wherein he was engag'd, Thar Son of his 
liv'd in grear repure wichour any check of Forrune, 
riff rhe year 1661. ac which cime his chroac was cur 
by che rebellious ſouldiers, upon this account,rhat he 


had fided with Ranmeder Baſla, as I have related in 


the deſcription of Algiers,

The counterfeit Hypocriſce.

T" is a hard ching co know the deſign of Religious 
a&tions, ſome have a different tendency to God, 
others co ſomes concernmenr of honor or advantage. 
And this intention lies ſo deep in the hearr, char it is 
the hardeft thing in che world co dive incoit , before 
the effe& come co lighre. In the year 2636. the Pyrats 
of Algiers, contrary co all right had ſurpriz'd a Veſ- 
fel of Marſeilles, not regarding the peace conclu- 
ded berween the King of Fraxce and the Bafla of that 
ys and the parricular ſafe-condu& of the ſame 
Baſla, Compliine 1s made ar the D#a-a, but not 
admitred , and under prerence that che Commodi- 
ries belong'd ro ocher Nations, chey are ſecur'd,and 
che Sea-men were ſold under hand and pur into the 
Gallies. Two of thoſe French-men renounc'd their 
Religion, and liſted rhemſelves among the ſouldie- 
ry, who are employ'd inthe Gillies againſt che Chri- 
fans, They made ſome voyages in a Bark belong+ 
| Ing oa Moor, to Bona, there putting off and buy- 
ing certain Commodities, by which crading they got 
about an hundred Paracoons , wherewich chey pur- 
chic'd 2 part in the Bark, and fo wenr as Partners 
wich rhe Moor , both at to Merchandize and the 
Provifions. While they were at Algrers, they wene 
every day cothe Moſquey, to ſay their 4 fala, which 
ehey 


they did with great fervency. Being in company wich 
the Renegadoes of cheir Nation , made a diffi- 
culcy co drink wine, as they did. And being one 
day invited by a French Gencleman, a ſlave, among 
others of his friends, both Renegadoes and ſlaves, 
ſome Porke being brought cothe cable for the Chriſti- 
ans, they roſe up railing athim who-had inviced them, 
and ſaying it was done 1n conrempe of their Propher 
Mahomer, and that he had pur an affront upon them, 
ſwearing they would call him co an account for it. 
They ſcarrer'd every where che expreſſions of their in- 
dignatton, reviling their Renegado-Companions, for 

| having ſuffer'd che Pork to be eaten in their preſence, 
_ andcharging them to be ill obſervers of the 4/corar. 
This deporement, wich their conrinual frequenting of 
the Moſqueys gy and their exaRt obſervance of all cheic 
ſuperſtirious fooleries, got them the reputation of be- 
ing perfe& Turks. In the mean timethey continu'd 
cheir trading to Boxa, and having got another ſum of 


Paracoons, they boughe the whole Bark of the Moor, 


ſo that they were che ſole maſters of it « and now ic 
was that Hypoctrifie began coproduce the defiens, ic 
bad conceal'd in the ſouls of choſe Renegado-ſoldi- 


ers. They made ready their Bark for cheir accuſtom- 


ed voyage to Bona, hiring four Fiſher-men, A/arbes, 
ro ſerve them as Sea-men, weigh anchor, and wichin 
ewo hours came over againſt Monefax, which is 8 
mountain three leagues from Al/g:ers, One of our 
Reneeadoes pretended that they had forgorten to fill 
their barrell with freſh-warer , and char it might be 
ſome inconvenience torhem, if the wind ſhould prove 
contrary : The Alarbes proffer'd togo and _— 
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
